But 
encugh we know to assure us, not only that God’s 
angels are fighting, and that too on the right side, 
but that they are our comrades in arms, if we be 
soldiers of Jesus Christ, contending for the right, 
the good, and the trae. We may not know the 
manner or the measure of their co-operation in 
the secret conflicts of the Christian with the 
guerrilla bands of the world, the flesh, and the 
devil, that sweep across his soul at times, nor the 
pert they take in the grand encounters of the 
church with the “abominable army” of the great 
rebel. But the fact stands out too vividly to be 
evaded, that they are not idle spectators of the 
holy war. 

‘And how cheering to the church militant to 
know thatthe gods are fighting for and with them. 
They stand drawn up in the same line of ba‘tle. 
Their cohorts gleam among our regiments. Their 
glittering swords and starry chariots and flaming 
breatt plates shine amid our tarnishel armor. 
They are not ashamed to cal) us bre‘hren, if only 
we are true to the same divine Leader and fight in 
the same blest cause. 

And how cheering to the individual soldier of 
Jesus Christ, as he wrestles alone with Satan and

What a new 
tignificance and beauty it imparts to human life, 
amic all its commonplace and tedium, its rade 
shocke, and its lonely watchings, to know that it 
touches at every point the life of heaven; that in 
comirg to Mount Zion we are among an innumer- 
able company of angels, who mingle everywhere 
with the crowds of earib, that they may fight God’s 
battles and minister from the cradle to the grave 
to those who are the heirs of salvation. Methinks, 
if we bore this more constantly in mind, there 
would be far less ennui, or murmuring, or disgust 
of life, far le's ot moral cowardice, or vulgarity, or 
meanness, or fri@elity than is seen even among 
Christians.

WESTERN COLLEGE SOCIETY.

Tue annual meeting of the directors of the So- 
ciety for promoting collégia‘e and theological edu- 
cation at the West was held on Tuesday, Nov. 15, 
in the Second Presbyterian church of Newark, N. 
J. The board is made up of representative men 
of the Congregational and N. 8. Presbyterian de- 
nominations, under whose careful and searchin + 
examination every application for aid is brought. 
So successful has this supervision been hitherto 
that the churches have come to have the utmost 
confidence in the decisions of this board. An in- 
stitution, indorsed by them, is aided without 
further question by the Christian public ; while an 
institution which fails to gain its sanction ca. 
hardly obtain a hearing in private, much less in 
public. It has been well said that this society has 
done nearly as much good in quashing unworthy 
institutions as in sustaining good ones. Its princi- 
ples are well defined, and are as liberal as they are 
just. 1: confines its aid to strictly theological and 
collegiate institutions, understanding college in the 
New Ergland sense, as aschool of classical and 
mathematical training in preparation for the 
learned professions. 

The annual sermon was preached on Monday 
evening, by Rev. I. P. Cleaveland, D. D., from the 
text.‘ Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you 
like men, be strong.” The theme farnished the 
speaker ample opportunity to give utterance to 
sentiments of patriotism, which he did not fail to 
impreve. The discourse was one of rare interest 
and power. 

The report of the corresponding secretary, Rev. 
Theron’ Baidwin, 1). D , was, like all the produc- 
tions oMhis gentleman on this, his favorite theme, 
full of rrofound thought, expressed in rich and 
impressive language. These reports of Dr. Bald- 
win will repay the careful perusal of e very schol- 
arly and intelligent man. Without attempting an 
abstract of this document, we give only one‘or two 
poimts. 

It was stated that the five colleges whose press- 
ing wants gave origin te thissociety had all now 
become so ¢trong as to need no further aid from 
Eastern communities. Beloit, Marietta, and Wa- 
bash have received their endowments within the 
past yeer. The colleges now needing aid are 
mostly situated west of the Mississippi.

No fears of disaster are enter- 
tained among military men here. His plans are 
said to be known to but one more—Gen. Grant ; 
but the story is a deubtful one, as Gen, Grant spent 
hours with Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Stanton on his 
way to the army last week. He undoub‘edly dis- 
cussed Sherman’s movement with these ofliclals, 
and it is well known that he did not hesitate 
openly to express his confidence in Sherman’s 
complete success? The end of the war, however, 
is not yet reached, and it is very well for the wel- 
fare of the country that the men who administer 
the Government are nt so easily depressed or 
elated as some of the newspaper edi‘ors of our 
large cities. If Sherman takes Savannah, som: 0° 
these volatile Yentlemen will be ready to stop the 
war, considering the rebellion and slavery dea‘.

SHERMAN’S BXTRAORDINARY CAMPAIGN. 
THE curtain ey! lifted in the scene of Gen. 
Sherman’s operations, —_ the full extent of his 
movement is not yet developed. He is passing 
rapidly through the heart of Georgia, toward the 
a vs ree be and devastat c= country, 


ehtening rebels tremendously, living on the 
fat of the land, and encountering no force to stay 
his progrese. So speedy are his movements that 


the news of his arrival tt one point is quickly fol- 
lowed by tidings of some success still greater ; but 
all the intelligence received from him tince the 

| of this wondertul march is derived 
from rebel sources, and is therefore imperfeet and 
obscure, while itis undoubtedly true so tar as it 
go. The real character of the movement cannot 

krown until Sherman’s dispatches are re- 
ceived, and of this there is no immediate prospect, 
for he has cut loose from all his comm imic;3‘ions. 

46 nearly as can be gatheted from the reports 
of the enemy, who announce their own disoomfit- 
ure with great unwillingness, Sherman’s army is 
moving in paralle] columnsin the direc'ion of 
Augusta and Savannah. The following towns 
have been captured and partly or wholly barned 
—viz, Kome, Marietta, Stone Mountain, Social 
C rele, Monticello, Hillsborough, and Canton. The 
destruction of Atlanta is confirmed. At Canton, 
the house of Gov. Brown was burned. Macon and 
Milledgcville were threatened on the 20th, at 
which time Sherman’s forces were near those cities. 
The inbabitants of Milledgeville had fled, and the

The reason : 
I do not belong to the Democratic party now i; | 


yailed ; that is¢a government with the right ideas 
and principles, and with the right instruments 
by which to apply them to the masses of men in 
communities. . The ideas of liberty have existed 
ever fince men existed ; but men have not always 
known how to apply them. It took four thousand 
years for men to learn the le: son of being free. In 
old times men were free as lions are, the strong- 
est lording it over the weakests ; there was the 
liberty of clarses, the liberty of thoss that were 
stiong, the liberty of kings, and emperors, and 
gererals ; but the masses of men did not have lib- 
erty then. Universal liberty is a modern growth. 
It is long-delayed fruit, ripening only through a 
season of four thousand, six thousand years’ dura- 
tion. 

Nowhere else, hitherto, have the body o¢ citi- 
zers been voters, and nowhere else have all parts 
cftke governmeat and the laws been under their 
control, except in America. There have been 
democratic states in antiquity ; but what kind of 
a democracy was it which they enjoyed? At the 
very top of the prosperity of Greece, Athens, ths 
moti Cemocratic section of that whols country, 
had only about twenty-one thousand voters ou’ 
of five hundred thousaad inhabitants. What kind 
of liberty could have prevailed there, when the 
right of suffrage was confined to so small a pro- 
portion of the people? Taere were, of necessity, 
classes. There was a nobility. For the man 
that holds the vote when the rest of the citizens | 
do not stands above them by all the power which 
he has by reason of thatvote. Ina state, to di- 
vide the citizens into the voting and the non- 
voting, is to create an aristocracy. And the frue 
democratic principle is that, as soon as men have 
attained to that age at which they are supposed to 
have discretion and a knowledgs of right and 
wrong, they shall, every one, have the privilege 
under the government of voting. 

I know there até many who are opposed to for- 
eigners vot ng. I never was. I believe j, would 
be better if toreigners were made voters the mo- 
ment they stepped on our shores. TRere would

I: was thought 
that the people might elec: their Chief Jadges, 
and their Reprerentatives, end their Senators, and 
their Governors; but when it came to their Pres- 
ident, it was thought not to bs safe for them to 
elect hims end so there avas that provision made. 
And this is only one of a great many evidences of 
want of confidence which were mavifest when 
the Constitution was first adopted ; but the ex- 
periment of free government once on foot haf 
wrought not only a general blessing, bat a faith 
in the wisdom of the commen: people which is 
growing with our growth, and which was never 
£0 strong as {o-day, mor so justified as to-day. 
And now we believe tha',.with education and 
virtue, the common people are safe to be trusted 
with everything that belongs to society, from 
the very top to the very bottom—a great deal 
safer than aristocrats, and infinitely more safe 
than kings; especially in those things that con- 
cern their own Interest. 

Europe declares that there cannot be good and 
sourd laws ard government wheie those laws, 
and the offices, and the policies, are made by the 
matses of the common people. This would seem 
fo be an inference from the foregoing head. 
Anerica has provéd that no laws are more wise 
than thore which the people make, and that laws 
risitg from the bosom of the common people com-

Europe believes democratic governments to be | 
good only in times of peace, and to be unfitted for 
Now, we are 
parsing through the severest ordeal that ever be- 
fel a nation. Think of the magnitude of ths 
stiugele that we are carrying on, and the condi- 
tion that the country is in notwithstanding that 
struggle, and then judge from these data. With a 
base-line twelve hundred miles long, flaming with | 
war {rom one end to the o:her ; with an average | 
army of from half a millioa to a million mon | 
maintaining that line for four continuous years, | 
this country presents a spectacle which is un- 
paralleled in the history of nations. Show me an- 
other people that have carried on such a war 
for so long a_pericd and let down not one sin- 
ge industrial interest, nor one single edusa- 
tional interest. The North has not dropped a 
stitch! Not one common schoo! has goue out; 
not cne academy has been squelched4 not one 
ecllege has starved to death; not one loom has } 
stopped except that manufacturers might not lose 
money after having made it. 
years every ieligious, moral, intellectual, and in- 
custiial interest has prospered in our midst; and 
that while we have bad on our hands this gigan- 
tie conflict against aristocratic rebellion. And 
where is there a nation that has ever exhibited a 
parallel to this spectacle ? 

Consider, toe, that, while this has been so, there 
bas been in the North a division of sentimeat. 
We have had enemies behind and enemies before, 
open and secret— and the secret enemies have beea 
the worst, because they have chilled; they have 
bred doubt and suspicion; they have caused

and strengthened the hands of our open enemies.

Now, with a diviced sentiment at the North ; 
with a vast extent of territory over which it is 
attempted to re-establish the authority of the 
Governmext ; with a people very largely leavened 
with foreign elements that have not yet rid them- 
celves of foreign prejudices and miseducation, tie 
power of the common people has been manifested 
in maintaining law and order to an extent that 
hes heretofore been unknown in the world. And 
never more than in the four yoars last past has 
the State been sae and sound. The North never 
was so democratic as it is to-day. 


Lock at that grand conspiracy that has been un- | 


capped like a cra‘er in the West,and about which 
no man bas any longer any doubt,[ believe. See 
what ramifications it had. In the midst of our 
other troubles, this broke out; and the Govern- 
ment put a snutier over it, and it went out. 

Right on the eve of the most exciting election in 
the history of this continent, frauds as stupendous, 
as gigentc, and,I will say, as infamous end cruel 
as were ever concccted in pandemonium, were 
discovered.

Where else but here can you find a nation that 
eou'd carry on a war like that which we are 
Waging at the rame time that the whole apparatus 
of peace was arsailed from within by such lazars 
and sores, throwing these things off by the health 
that idv inherent in its constitution? What a 
speetacie is this nation presenting to the world of 
the fruits of Christian demosracy ; of the treedom 
of the common pro;le. If {were a despot, I would 
shake. If I wore a crown, I wou'd hate you. [ 
do not wonder that the wind from-this Govern- 
ment gives chills and fever to every man that 
loves power and does not love th» people 

Europe believes that only strong governments 
can successfully make war. [tis supposed that 
war requires such secresy,suck dispatch, and such 
arbitrary power as are incompatible with democ- 


racy; end that rulers of a free people are so im | 


fear of that people that they cannot have warlike 
ut what if the people insist that the 
Government shall have thos» qualities? What if 
they say to those in authority, “ Be secret, take 
atbitrary power, wield that power as long as it is 
necessary to defend us, and then return it to us?” 
I eny that a democracy is as good a goverament 
asa monarchy to meke war. Tell me, havethere 
not been as many fizzies under monarchy as there 
ever were under democracy? It depends upoa 
who wears the crown whether a monarsh is suc- 
If he is a fool, he 
fails; but if he happens t> be a Napoleon or a 
Frederick the Great, be sueceeis. If aman hap- 


pens to be a warlike genus, then he makes war | 
successfully as a monarch. And if a President! 
* happens to be an Andrew Jackson, hs can make 


war just as successfully as though his name was 
Kirg. ne success of a guvernment in making 
war does not depend upon whether it is absolute 
or democratic : it depends upon the nature of the 
men by whom it is administered. And when 


* you corre to look at the common people as fac‘ora 


of war; as creators of munitions; as the source 
ef all those elements by which jist laws and right 
institutions are to be maintained, a government 
formed and carried on by them is as well adapted 
to making war as any other. No otlter govern- 
ment cn earth could prosecute such a war at we 
are presecuting as successfully as we are doing it. 
And in this we are evincing the superiority of 
demceracy. 

Buf, above all these, we poiot ‘vith gratitude 
and -with joy, in the midst of the great trials 
through which we are passing, to the virtue, to 
the heppiness. and t> the prosperity of the tweaty 
mill‘ons of citizens that are scattered through>u: 
the North. To be sure, we have some troubles. 
it is attempted by many to raaks the peopls be- 
iieve that they are burdened. [ know that there 
sre many houses of sorrow. I kaow that there 
are those who, living on stated incomes and sala- 
ries, feel the rise im the cost of the mecesiaries of 
life. Buatsuach are a small minority. Tae wages 
of the great mass of citizens have risen in propor- 
tion as prices have ricen. And the people among 
us never suffered so little from taxation as to-day. 
As the supply ia the labor-market is deficient, and 
as men cén charge for their serv.ces nearly what 
they please, ths suff-ring of the community is less 
then at almost any former p‘riod. And miny of 
these that are sa‘d to be burdened are in the con- 
dition of the man in court who, hearing his law- 
yer «numerate the trials: and hardships that he 
bad endured, burst ints tears, and said, “{ never 
knew how much | had suffered!” This people 
have heard to much abou: what they have bees 
called to submit to and go throvgh with that, 
theugh they are dwelling in luxury sach as they 
have rot heretofore known, they begin to thiak 
that perhaps, although they did not know it be- 
fore, tory are a eufiexing people ! 

But there is daager that in the course of their 
piosperity, and with a consciogeness of sheic 
power, citizens may forget their principles, and 
insensibly undergo a change, silent bat radical, 
revo.ttioniziy g the Government by withdraying 
from it the nourishment of its vital elements, and, 
within the forms of democracy, working out ¢s- 
sentially an sristoeracy ora monarchy. We are 
so free that we cennot be perruaded that we are 
in danger of loriwg our liberty. We are not b7 
foreigm aggiession, or from any open or obvious

It isa 
éuty, and there is not a babe born in America 
that does not swear the first time it cries to vete. 
There are sworn dutes of citizenship; and of 
these none are more binding and sacred than tie 
duty or vo'ing. And f would say toevery young 
man, who purposes to neglec* vot ng, thathe miy 
avcid danger on next Tuesday, you are a 
traitcr! No man that pretends to patriotism, to 
cuty, and to manhood iteelfein in such a time 
as this stand eside. 

And now, before closing, I havé a word omtwo 
to say. In the first place, I ask every man, and, 
2s far as she e*n, every woman, to give the day 
on Tuesday to their country. It is bu‘ a very lit- 
tle thing. You have generally shot flying. You 
have vcted as you went along about your bu+i- 
ness. And when it is a minor election it is no 
harm. But this ia a critical day; it isa day of 
ages - next Tucsday. ard it is not enough to have 
& victorious vote. Weare sure of that. What 
we wantis a votethat will stind up as mach 
higher than commoa votes as Mount Sinai 
stocd higter than the golden calf.

There are some statistics about voting that are 
worthy of your regard. Itis the indifferent par: 
of every community, as I believe I said in a 
fermer discourse, that settles and governs, always, 
an election. The party that gets the most of 
those persons who afe indifferent, and do not care, 
wins the day. At ordinary elections not more 
than one half of the qualified voters voile. Where 
there is a good deal of excitement, about two-thirds 
of them vote. When thereis an ex‘raordinary 
excitement and ever7 means is employed t> bring 
outall who are entitled to vote never are more 
than seventy-five per cent. at the polls. 
Tuesday, unless there is more effort made than- 
hes been made at any election before on this con- 
tinent, not more than seventy-five per cent. will 
vote of legal voters. Some w.Jl be occupied with 
business, and some will be sick and unab'e to be 
out; but perhars twenty out of the twenty-five 
will stay away frcm the polls beeause they are in- 
different and do not want to take the trouble to 
vote. Now, those men are your lawfal prey. 
Search them out. Most of them will go with the 
man that finds them, and it is right that you 
should make these do-nottings to be do-some- 
things. Do not be afraid to ask every man to go 
for the great ard good cause which you are serv- 
ing. And heve no fears that you will not have 
influence. You will not have if you do not exer- 
eise any. Do net lose your temper, or your good 
manners, or anything that is becoming a citizen 
ard a gentleman ; but at]the same time, for the 

sake of God, and for the sake of liberty, work on 
Tuesday to bring every man to the polls. [ 
would rather have a man vote a sham dem>- 
cratic ticket than to stay at home and not vote at al'. 
And you should make every man vote. Thatis 
your duty. j

What information we get from Rebel sources

It is known 
that the left wing of Sherman’s army, under Gen. 
Slocum, advanced along the railroad from Atlanta 
to Augusta—the Georgia road ; taking for the 
most pert the highways lying north of the rail- 
road. But this column cannot yet be traced beyond 
three days’ march on the Georgia line. It was at 
Social Circle on the 17th, and nothing has tince 
been heard of it except a foolish Rebel report that 
there was an attack upon Augusta.and a repulse 
four days later—at whfth time it was impossible | 
Slocum should have reached Augusta. Moean- 
while, we do hear through the Rebel papers that 
Milledgeville is steadily approached by a column 
that marches midway between the railroads, and 
that is found successively at McDonougd, at 
Monticello, and at Hillsboro’. In close co-oper- 
ation with the latter, that force which at first 
kept down the Macon railroad is reported to have 
tumed aside from Macon, and to have united 
with the middle column at or near Milledgeville ; 
leaving Macon untaken, as a place of no intrinsic 
importance when its connecting railroads had 
been destroyed. We consider it likely that, fer 
the purpose of effecting a junction with these two. 
bodies, Sleeum’s wing has turned off from the 
road to Augusta, and that the whole of Sherman's 
army has been concentrated at or near Millen, 


purpose of forcing its way in one compact body 
toward Savannah—or, to speak more precisely, 
oward Ossabaw Sound, twenty miles south of 
the city. 
All this is inferable from the Rebel papers. We 
have, in addition, the positive statement of the 
captain of the Herman Livingston, which reached 
Annapolis on the 27th, with Savannah dates to 
the 25th. This captain reports that the exchauge 
of prisoners had been stopped, because the Reb- 
els were unable to complete their deliveries in 
consequence of the interruption of railway com- 
munication by Sherman. He adds that Sherman 
was reported within six hours’ march of those 
prison stockades whence the men on board his 
ship had been sent. The statement is vague, be- 
cause it does not fix localities ; but, even if we 
suppose these prisoners to have come from Mil- 
len, their story is improbable. They heard, no 
doubt, that Sherman was near them, and believed 
it, but their judgment took counsel of their hopes. 
Itis very unlikely that Sherman had got so far as 
Millen on the 21st or 22d —the last probable day 
when these prisoners could have left that point. 
But this testimony is still of value, as showing 
what was the belief among our prisoners as to 
Sherman’s destination. Our opinion is that he 
will first establish communication with the fleet 
at Ossabaw Sound, next take Savannah, and next, 
with the help of a fleet, which then may ascend 
the Savannah River, occupy Augusta. He will 
thus have destroyed the railway communications 
of the Confederacy, occupied those towns which 
were most important for supplies, and secured for 
himself a base on the sea-coast, whence he may 
oferate at his leisure. He will, at the same time, 
have demonstrated the hollowness of the Confed- 
eracy ; its inability for internal defense ; and the 
indisposition of the people of one of its most im- 
portent members ‘o hazard much for the defense 
of the Rebel cause. 





DEATH OF PROFESSOR SILLIMAN. 


Tue “ Breat light” of natural science in this 
country is removed. Prefessor Silliman, of Yale 
College, who has stood for nearly sixty years the 
acknowledged head of all our philosophers in 
these se'ences, has been ca'led to his rest. He 
died in his bed, on Thankegiving morning, Nov. 
24, in the 86th year of his age’ He was the son 
of Gen. Gold S. Silliman, of a highly respectable 
Connecticut family, was born in the town of 
Trumbull, Ct.,in 1779; graduated Yale College 
1796 ; tutor 1799 — 1804, when he became Professor 
of Chemistry, in which, station the whole active 
portion of his life was passed, until 1853, when 
he became Emeritus Profeesor, and thenceforward 
discontinued his labors in college. 

This is not the place for a bipgraphical sketch 
of his public services. Our part is a simple tes- 
timorial to his eminent worth. In bodily pres- 
ence and mental characteristics, hs was a most 
perfect model of manhood. All his faculties were 
well-balanced, and always in order for ase. Hs 
‘was never taken by surprice, or thrown off his 
balance by any casualiy. He was the most at- 
tractive lecturer in the country, from the amenity 
of his manve!, the flueney of his diction, the clear- 





and the beauty of his experiments. When he en- 
tered upon hig career, the’ science of shemistry 
had but just assumed its form, mineralogy was in 
a crude state as an appendage of chemistry, and 
geology was hardly thought of as a science. In 
the wonderful advances made since, he always 
kept himself abreast of the foremost in his inti- 
mate and accurate knowledge of every new dis- 
covery. If he did not himself make so many 
original discoveries as some others of his 
contemporaries, it is not to be ascribed 
to his lack of originalitys as his connec- 
tion with the compcund blowpipe and his analy- 
sis of the Weston meteorite clearly show. But it 
is to be remembered that he was all his life a 
working member of the faculty of a college of un- 
dergraduates, beginning at a time when there was 
only one professor beside himself, binding him to

Profeseor Silliman mingled in the reunions of 
the last college commencement, in July, with his 
usual vivacity and cordial amenity,; but it was 
plain to be seen that the last five years had told 
upor the firmness of his step and his power of 
endurarce on public occasions. Hs was unwell 
week before last, so as to be prevented from at- 
tendance at the laying of the corner-stone of the 
Hall of Art, to be built for the college by the mu- 
nificence of Mr. Street, as the first step in the en- 
tire architectural renovation of the college build- 
irgs, in which he had taken a deep and fatherly 
interest. But he seemed entirely recovered last 
week, and awoke on Thanksgiving morning,in his 
usual health, telling his wife what a refreshing 
night he had passed, and hoping to join in the 
Thanksgiving services.

She was by his 
side in an instant, and put her hand under his 
head to raise it, but found ita dead weight on her 
hand.

Any one who had read the sermon preached by 
the Rev. Phillips Brooks on Thanksgiving Day, 
1863, must. have desired to hear what he 
had ‘to say on Thanksgiving Day, 1864, 
I was happy to accept the offer of a fortunate 
pew-owner in Holy Trinity of a seat there 
last Thursday. The Mcnday night previous I 
had been an auditor of Mr. Brocks’ eloquence at 
a freedmen’»meeting at Concert Hall, and cdnse- 
quently was all the more anxious to listen to him 
again. 

The church was well filled when my friend 
and I reached it, although it was eatly ; and, be- 
fore the preliminary services were concluded, the 
aisles hed been placed full of benches. Looking 
round upon the richness of all the appointments 
and the spiendor of the congregation’s apparel, it 
beceme a matter of speculation as to how a man so 
thoroughly radical as Mr.-Brooks should, as minis- 
ter t> this church, have attained the popularity he 
possesses. Everything about the place seemed more 
conducive to a comfortable worship in old ap- 
proved channels than to the nursing and develop- 
ing of a new idéa, especially an unpopular one. 
Suppoited upon soft cushions, with stained, sanc- 
tified sunlight from the great windows pouring 
over the'r velvets and broadcloth, with hushed, 
unintrusive organ-tones to soothe them out of 
thought into revery, what could you expect from 
this people but conservative inertia? But wealth 
aid fashion were destired to listen to nnéompro- 
mising tiuth this Thankegiving Day, at least. 
The sermon will probably be printed, se I shall 
only attempt the briefest description of it. Its 
chief chatacteristie was thoroughness. It was 
cecupied with the times, beginning with a con- 
densed sketch of each year of the war, with its 
resulte. It showed how there was more una- 
nimity of purpose tegether with the heaviest mili-

From talk of the war, and the reasons of 
thankegiving to be found in its great progress, Mg. 
Brooks quickly passed to the cause cf. the war, 
and the added depth of his already deeply earnest 
tenes gave warning that he was about to dissect 
this question with no hesitating knife. There 
was an Arab onee, he said, who had the devil for 
his rervant. When his term of service had ex- 
pired, the devil begged as his reward to kiss the 
shoulders of his master. This uest was 
granted, but out of the spots which the devil’s lips 
had @uched sprang terpents that ever darted their 
fengs into the breast of the unhappy man.

The devil of slavery has kissed ithe 
stiong shoulders of the Republic, and the serpsnts 
sprung from her defiling lipe are preying upon her 
life. It is agony to tear them off, but itis death 
toletttem remain.

Thatis business-like, and 
they will find their advantage in having it paid 
up. Butin how meny other places would such a 
thing be carried by the votes of the whole peo- 
ple? 

Some years go a Methedist church of colored 
people at St. Louis were deprived of their meeting- 
house in the name of the M. E Church South, 
because they adhered to the M. FE. C. In these 
new times, they have begun to flourish again, and 
aie at length permitted to have a house of their 
own. The Central Advocate tays: 

“ On Sunday, Oct Md, we decicated a church bovaht by 
the co ored people of our church in this city. Taese poor, 
s'ricken people enjoyed the services very much ; they were 
overjoyed (o get a good place of worsnip again.” 

The Hampden County Conference of Churches 
met at Monson. Contributions for religious char- 
it'es generally increased, that for foreign missions 
one third more than last year. County Bible 5o- 
ciety, formed in 1826, has received in all $27,985. 
The chief interest was in home evangelization. 
Rev. W. C. Foster has been employed nine 
months, with gratifying resulte, and $1,500 were 
appiopriated to continue the work another year.

Three little girls, living 
near Ann Arbor, became so much interested in 
the bank that they sold eighty-nine shares ina 
few weeks! Many others have also done well, 
aciling one, two, five, and ten stares each. Last 
week we received a letter from a soldier of the 33d 
Massachusetts Volunteers, at Atlanta, expressing 
his interest in our enterprise, also names and 
money for seven shares. He wanted the certifi- 
eates forwarded to him, that*he might send them to 
his own “little birdies” and others at home. Sach 
a letter from such a source was really very pleas- 
amttous. A feeling of sadness comes over me, a3 
Tnow tell you more of the soldier who depo.ited 
the peany with the “Bird’s Nest” for growth, and 
‘whose memory lives in the “Bird’s-Nest” Bauk. 
He has gone to his reward; his work was done, 
and welldone. The Master called him to “come 
up higher,” while he lay on his cot at a hospital in 
Alexandria, Va. He never knew of the penay’s 
growth, but “verily, he shall have his reward.” 
We have a hole drilled through it, a ribbon of red, 
white, and blue put in, so that each Sabbath we can 
hang it up before the little ones, to keep fresh in 
‘their minds how great good can be accomplished 

by one little gencrous deed; also asa reminder 
te them of that noble flag. which is our nation’s 
proud emblem of light and liberty, for which the 
soldier gave his life.

Moxzy is more abundant on the market for 
short loans to strictly responsible parties. The 
yate is 6to7 per cent.

@old has taken an upward course, and on Monday 
yose to 282. The Fak statement for the week 
shows a large increase in the loan—viz., $2,217,- 
000, and in the deposit, §3,268,105. On the 1st 
ot Janusry the Bank of Commerce will become & 
National Bank under the Congressional law, and 
will be called the National Bank of Commerce. 
Its large capital of ten millions, and its privilege 
to increase that capital to fifty millions, will give 
it, under the new organization, immense power. 
It has hitherto abstained from issuing currency ex- 
cept of very large no‘es to a small extent, but it 
will become atfarge contributor to the new 
currency. It is well-managed bank. 

The market for Government stock is very 
buoyant, especially of gold interest-bearing stocks, 
whieh are becoming scarce. The time is favora- 
ble toa tttw Government loan. Other stocks, in 
ecassoquence of the rise of gold, have improved, 
and prices are more steady, but the market is what 
‘jp termed a “ brokers’ merket,” sustained by the 
forokersthemeelves. The public abstain from pur- 
hasing. The speculative stocks cannot but suffer 
‘from ‘competition with Goverrment stocks, and 
waiust'fall when gold falls. 

The amount of specie shipped last week was 
$1,624,118, making $43,400,000 since January 1st. 

‘imports of merchandise last week was $2,- 
068,534, and exports of produce $4,845,104. 

Whe momentary troubles have led to the with- 
‘drawal of specie, foreign capital employed here 
‘being wanted at ‘home.

Tue market‘was become more active a steadier 
prices simoe the price of gold has become buoyaat 
again. Dealers and jobbers are renewing their 
stocks, though with caution. In printsa large 
business is*traneacting for desirable patterns and 
styles. Stocks are-small, and this, with the com- 
parative'higher price of cotton, drives the trade 
away to delaines of tlie lower qualities. Brown 
and aubleached shirtings and sheetings are in 
eteady ‘demand, without change. Drills are 
scarce:and firm. Canton flannels are in poor sup- 
ply. icks are quiet. Stripes in moderate de- 
mand sand steady. Checks are less buoyant. In 
woolens there is considerable activity. Delaines 
have ‘been ‘active, and stocks are much reduced ; 
prices: steady. There is more inquiry for sa‘inets. 
Fancy cassimeres continue in full activity for the 
best-styles, mostly Scotch plaids and dark colors. 
Spring style patterns are being shown and orders 
teken. “Docekins and beavers are active. Blank- 
ets-are bearce. Black broadcloths are in fair de 
mend. 

‘In foreign goods there is a great movement 
noticeable. French delaines, merinoes, and colored 
@rese-goods are in special activity. Black satin 
@echene are-in renewed demand, and command 
‘“del} prices, owing to the reduced supply.

A DYNASTY FOUNDED ON A LIFE IN- 


SURANCE.—George I. married 8 yphia of Zell ; 
George II., Wilhelmina of Anspach ; George lIL., 
Charlotte of Mecklenburgh-Strelitz ; George IV., 
Caroline of Brunswick; and Wiliam IV., Ade- 
laide of Saxe-Meiningen—all of thin Princesses 
not only of very uninfiuential families, but, some 
of them at least, in absolute poverty. The latter 
qualification does not apply to the alliance of 
Queen Victoria with a prince of the house of Saxe- 
Coburg, this family being possessed of good pri- 
vate fortune, partly gained by the father of the late 
Prince Consort, and partly owing to a large legacy 
left by the last duke of the line of Saxe-Gotha-Al- 
tenburg, who died in 1825. A great portion of this 
fortune came from England in a rather singuler 
manner. Duke Frederick the Fourth, the last of 
the tine of Saxe-Gotha, was a very eccentric per- 
sonage, but well-disposed and -hearted

head. Three of the principal insurance companies 

tm London undertook the risk, on the faith of the 

apparent health, strength, and robust constitution 

of the prince. He was of gigantic stature strongly 

muscular, and seemingly imbued with extraordi- 

nary vitality up to this period of his life; but he 
had no sooner taken out his policy when he laid 
himeelf down on a bed of sickness, and, afer & 
lingering jllness, expired on the 11th ot February, 

1825. His estates fell to Duke Ernést I. of Saxc- 
Coburg-Saalfeld, the father of the late Prince Con- 
sort, who also was left heir to the bulk of his per- 
£onal property, including the large sum due upon 
the great policy in the three British insurance com- 
panies. One of these companies declared itself 
ready at once to pay its shares ; but the other two 
offices demurred to the claim, on the ground that 
the declaration of the medical attendants of Duke 
Frederick had not been in conformity with the real 
state of health of his Highness. A great running 
to and fro of lawyers and medical gentlemen en- 
sued; the remains of the duke were repeatedly 
and minutely examined, and, after vast expenditure 
of eloquence and ink, a compromise was at last 
arrived at, by the terms of-which the execators got 
the greater part of the sum insured on the life ofthe 
last of the house of Saxe-Gotha. The money thus 
acquired is believed to have been of essential service 
in the career of Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg, 
enabling him to reach his elevated position, from 
which to dispense crowns to the fortunate mem- 
bers of his family. Some may deem it prosaic, and 
some romantic, that the rig of the illustrious 
House of Coburg should have fea ita origin ina 
London insurance office.

employed for writing, and how these were

tuperseded by pens of steel. The fault of the lat- 

ter chiefly consists in their liability to corrosion 
| by the chemics] action of the ink ; hence they en- 
dure for buta short period of time, and but a very 
limited amount of uniform writing can be per 
formed with any one of them. Happily, in these 
latter times, when writing has 80 greatly in- 
creased in all lands, a material has been appli 
to tLe manufacture of pens which removes every 
defect, and meets every idea, as to the qualities 
which every pen should possess. This materia 
is gold, and the writing instrument of which it is 
rade is the inimitable Gotp Pen. Gold is no: 
acted upon by the most common acids, and it is 
unaffected by moisture ; hence it is held to be anti- 
corrosive, and it therefore possesses the advantage 
over steel in being far more durable for pens. Bat 
it is a soft metal, and the point of a pen made of 
it would very soon wear out, were it not fer the 
skillful application tc every poin’ of 2 grain of a 
natural alloy, called irridosmium, which is found 
in the Ural Mountains. This alloy is composed of 
the fractious metals irridum and osmiu2, and is 
nearly as hard as the diamond, and from this faci 
gold pens have semetimes been called “ diamond 
pointed.” In examining a gold pen, its irridos 
mium point will be noticed as having the appear: 
ance of a brilliant grayish-white metal. (old 
| pens therefore possess in these metals that endur- 
| ance which is so desirable for uniform and long. 
| continued writing, and they are therefore far su 

perior to all the other pens which have pre seded 
| them. About twenty years ago the writer of thece 
| papers first commenced the use of gold pens, but 
for the first ten years they were employed by him 
only occasionally, as they were general- 
| ly defective in elasticity, and it was dif- 
| ficult to write well and smoothly with them; 
| and it was also rare to fiad two that were 
| exactly alike. Besides theee defects, the points 
| Wer@usually soldered on ihe gold with soft sol- 

der, which was frequently acted upon with the 
ink, and the points then separated easily from the 
| gold. But all these defects have now been re- 
| moved, and for the past ten years we have used no 
| writing instrument but the Morton Gold Pen, and 
| we would not be dothered with a stee! per upon 
| any consideration whatever. In making this 
statement, we would also in‘orm our readers tha! 
for eighteen years we have been devoted to the 
laborious profession of writing for the Press, and 
have written many large volumes. We therefor 
can personally appreciate the advantages of 6 
good pen, and have some skill respecting the 
qualities which it should possess.
